The Contra Costa Gazette turns 


over the putrid remain* of * vary 
nasty job which tertaia pwtiw are 
attempting to get through fee 3Leg- 
ialatnre.

John Newman, an English gentle- 


man by the American standard, vis- 
ited tliis city n few day» uince to fur- 
nish the police witli a description of 
his missing wife, who absconded on 
the 8th of last month. Last evening 
he came over again, and finding that 
the police had not yet obtained any 
cine to the -whereabouts of the mis- 
sing woman, became very much dis- 
tressed in mind—in fact, when our 
reporter met him he was on the 
verge of insanity. 


Newman is an Englishman, with a 


combined Cockney and Cornish ac- 
cent. Ho was married in Hastings, 
Sussex, England, on the 3d day of 
July, 1872, to Miss Kate (Catherine, 
or "Kitty," as she was generally 
called) A very, whose family was of 
the lower or lower-middle class. 
Mrs. Newman also has a strong 
Cockney accent. The husband sold 
his home in Brighton, London, six 
miles from London Bridge, last 
year, and in company with his wife 
sailed for San Francisco, via New 
York and Panama, arriving here by 
the steamer Colorado on the llth of 
Decemlwr last. The wife was dis- 
satisfied from the time they left Eng- 
land, and kept importuning him to 
retnrn up to the day she so mysteri- 
ously disappeared. 


On the steamer from New lork 


she made the acquaintance of an 
American named Thompson and an 
Englishman called Frank. The lat- 
ter was an exquisite, with waxed- 
moustache, and a dashing, good look- 
ing young fellow, who stated on the 
voyage that he was coming to San 
Francisco with the expectation of ob- 
taining a position as second officer 
on one of the steamers plying l>e- 
tween that city 
and Australia. 


Thompson stopped at the Unas 
House and Frank at the International. 
New-man and his wife also stopped at 
"an 'otel" for some time, but the 
wife Incoming dissatisfied there, the 
husband procured a house at the 
corner of Fourteenth and 1'olsom 
streets, furnished it elegantly, and 
the couple resided there until the 
wife eloped. 
Newman 
says 
he 


thought his wife thought rather too 
much of Frank, both on the voyage 
and after their arrival, but does not 
b.-lieve they ever met in San Fran- 
cisco except upon the street, ami 
t'uit when he was himself present. 
He frequently met both Frank and 
Thompson upon the street, and as 
often .spoke to them ; but, Iwing just 
a little jealous, lie never invited 
cither of them to his house. 


Newman, having means, went in- 


to business and prospered, and is 
still prospering. He is ia partner- 
ship with Charley Tillson, in the 
pii.nt business, corner of Fourth and 
Folsom streets, and is the senior 
member of the firm of Newman & 
O'Connor, match manufacturers, on 
Mission street, between Twelfth ami 
Thirteenth streets, San Francisco. 


He snys lie kept a cash box buried 


under his dwelling house, the where- 
abouts of which wns known to no 
one but himself and wife. 
She, 


! however, always had access to the 
box, and he never kept any nccounl 
of 
what money she spent. 
He 


claims that she hail every comfort 
and even luxury that heart could 
wish, and that not a harsh word 
ever passed between them. Lat- 
terly, however, she had become dis- 
satisfied, not with him but with 
America, and this caused her to be 
irritable and petulant, so much so 
that nothing would please her. She 
wanted a fine sewiag machine, and 
he rnrchosed one. 
After a day or 


two she said that machine was not 
the right kind of one, and she could 
not sew with, it. He sold it at a 


, Plemumt Ocomlon.
